price of Bessemer ore for 1500 at $5.50 
per ton. the price for 1S99 being J2.90.

declined slightly In 1901. but in each 
ot;the years 1902 and 1903 they were 
considerably more than 1.000,000 tons, 
valued at above $2.350.000.

"But for the duty of 40 cents per 


ton, which averages about 20 per cent. 
nd valorem, iron ore could be laid down 
in • Massachusetts about as cheaply as 


• in Plttsburg. It Is the New England 


section that suffers most by tho duty 
on iron ore. This duty Is Just suffi- 
cient to prevent the profitable, smelt- 
ing 'of Iron In JJcw England. It has, 
In.-fact, driven the smelting nnd much 
of.-.thc iron and Mcel business out of. 
New England. Ixss than $1900 worth 
ofi ore reached our ports last year, and 
this, undoubtedly came In as ballast. 
The'duty Is not quite sufficient to keep 
Cuban ore out of the Chesapeake nnd 
Delaware bays.

state or local Issues and very properly so. 
It Is right that the voice of Mas- 


uchuaetts should bo heard upon tho restrictions Imposed upon New England 
commerce by unjust tariff burdens nnd 
by 
ever 
Increasing 
prohibitions 


against reasonable freedom of commerce with our neighbors on tho north- 
ern border. 


The republican party stands for a continuance of the present oppressive 


tariff while the democratic demands a revision nnd the adoption of reci- 
procal treaties with Canada that will remove the present Insuperable bar- 
riers to trade Intercourse between the New 
Kngland 
states and tho pro- 


vinces. 


The democratic party demands the right to the admission free of raw ma- 


terial for our manufactures, such ns Iron ore, coal, lumber, hides and wood 
pulp. With the duty removed from these or oven materially reduced 
tho 


manufactures of New England would enter upon a 
period of unexampled 


miccess. 


Especially Is the tariff on hides a hardship 
to tho manufacturers of 


shoes In causing the rnv: material to bo unreasonably high priced. 
This 


tax was originally Imposed ostensibly for the benefit of the western farmers, 
but through the operation of tho trusts, the beef 
trust and 
the packing 


houses are Its only beneficiaries. 


Yet Senator Lodge Insists that It would be highly Impertinent for Mas- 


sachusetts to make any special demand !n her own behalf If It would Injure 
any other Industry In the land. 


Lodge thereby declares himself 
a traitor to the s'tate he represents In- 


asmuch as this state suffers unjustly and to a very great extent tfrom tho 
workings of the present tariff rates. 


Had he done his duty to Massachusetts In tho first place these unjust 


anft discriminating rates would never have been Imposed. 


He poses ns the advocate of fair play and eo.ua! consideration for all 


the states, apparently not realizing thnt by this policy he Is discriminating 
against Massachusetts, for whllp every other senator stands for the rights 
of his utatc, Lodge refuses to do so under pretence of being fair to nil. 


Some of the most oppressive tariff schedules were Inserted In tho Dins- 


ley law with the understanding that they would be reduced under reci- 
procal treaties with other nations, but In spite of McKlnlcy's appeal for re- 
ciprocity, It has been abandoned by the G. O. P. 
Lodge declared he would 


favor reciprocity with Canada when that country 
agreed to submit 
tho 


Alaskan boundary question to arbitration. Canada did submit the bound- 
.»ry dispute to arbitration but since that time Lodge has been more than 
tnf opposed to reciprocity and In this he stands with tho other party bosses 
«nd against the Interests of the plain people. 


This Is pro-emlnently a people's fight; 
tho cost of living has been In- 


cr»Med out of all proportion to tho rate of wages as a result of the Ini- 
quitous trusts that find a secure asylum behind tho high 
tariff wall. 
Tho
